{uch a Perfon, That there is no farther Oc- 
cafion of him at Court 3 or, if it be an Off 
cer that keeps any particular Signal of his 
Office, as Seals, €c. fome Mcflenger is 
fent to him, tolet him know, That His Ma- 
jefy Direéts him to fend the (aid Seals, or 
other Signals of Service? Thus the Lords

eke and the like, are ufually Difmif- 
ed. 

Now fhall any of thefe fend Word to the 
Sovereign; No, J will not Deliver the Seals, 
til 1 know what are the Reafons, why the King 
or Queen Diflik’d my Service? Vi any fuch 
Officer fhould aé& fo foolifbly, 1 will not fay 
here.what the Prince would fay or do; but 
I may Venture to fay, what the Nat.re of 
the Thing will imply, and what fuch a 
Great Man ought to fay to himfelf, and 
what, without doubt, thefe Outed Gen- 
tlemen do fay to themfelves, whatever their 
Memorial Writers do fay for thew, viz. I did 
not ask Her Majefty to fhow any Reafons, 
why fhe Entrufted me with the Seals; And 
there can be no Reaton fur me ta Difpute 
her Demanding them again: Her Majefty 
ought to have the Abfolute Difpofing of any 
of Her Servants, and Power to Determine, 
when, how, and why fhe fhall pleafe to Em- 
ploy or Difmifs any one as Her Royal Dif- 
cretion fhall Di€ate.

Majefty has been the moft moderate in 
tending, of any Priace-in the World; a 
which Her Majetty has been fo wary of 4 
ing by, as that fach a Teftimony bas 
feen of it in this Reign, as no Reiga t 
fore can ever parallel, viz. That a Parlia= 
ment of England, fhould addrejs bzr 10 Ex- 
tend and take Cure of ber Prerogative. 

As this was done by a Houfe of Commons, 
wuich this very Pamphler, called The Me- 
morial, fays, Ws the ve Houfe of Commons 
ever Engiand bid 3 either what this Author
